Not Much for the State. 


Frankfort, Ky., Jan. 3. — Inspector 


(Lester and Expert 'Weaver have com- 
pleted tihe report on the chair contract 
in the Frankfort penitentiary, and it 
shows that from Aug. lrlS96, to May 1, 
3897, the Martin contract netted the 
state only 55,336. This is only 4 cents 
a day for the convicts employed, -while 
the contract says the price shall 'be 35 
cents a day. From May 10 to July 1, 
1897, the net profit was $11,000, or 28 
cento per day. Since July 1 it is esti- 
mated that enough 
profit has been 


made to bring Che total average since 
July, 1896, up to 17 cents a day per 
man, -which is less than Oialf the price 
guaranteed in the contract.

It Is urt*o<l that the de- 
mand obligations of the government should 
not lie use! as money, because they may be, 
nnd have been, presented for gold to the 
Injury of the nni oil's credit. 


It the demand obligations of the govern- 


ment are used as money, reserves must 
always he kept on hand to redeem them. 
They ore not. therefore, n loan without In- 
terest; and the expense of keeping up" these 
reserves has made the paper money a very 
groat burden to the taxpayer by an increase 
of, the/ public debt. These gold rcservei 
are necessary, unless the eoveniBient per- 
mits 1!3 notes to go to protest. 


The mere credit of the United States be- 


hind its Betes is too vague a thing, its pow- 
er to tni is too remote, to provide cash 
on hand for Instant use. So far aa ex- 
pense Is concerned, this debt could hav« 
been more easily borne by changing it into 
low Interesting bonds. 


For these and other reasons the commis- 


sion atronjly urge tbe government to with- 
draw its demand obligations now used as 
money, decline -to provide gold for export- 
ters, aud put the burden and expense of 
raalatalulnf a redeemable paper circulation 
upon the banks. In order to meet the de- 
mand obligations, the present reserves ol 
gold In tho treasury furnish a beginning 
to be sot aside In tlie division of Issue and 
redemption; and to meet possible contin- 
eenclM the secretary of the treasury is 
authorized to sell bonds whenever ti« re- 
ewres need replenishment.

'Peking, Jan, 3.—LI Hung Chang has 


been recalled to power at Peking, the 
emperor and the inner council desiring 
his assistance in the present diplomatic 
crisis. 'Li Hung Chang recently started 
to 'his estates on account of ill health, 
'but he 'has now returned to Peking and 
the government lias taken up for seri- 
ous consideration his memorial on the 
military and naval defenses of the em- 
pire. This memorial was prepared on 
Barl 'Li's return from America, 'but -has 
remained in a pigeon-hole until now. 


Thousands of troops are being re- 


cruited in the interior, and it is in- 
tended to double the number of battal- 
ions hi a.^1 the Chinese -maritime prov- 
inces within 30 days. The emperor has 
received 4S secret memorials regarding 
the defense of the empire from high 
military and civil officials throughout 
China. All China is awakening. 


A number of papers in Japan and the 


Chinese maritime ports express the be- 
lief "Chat a 'partition of China among 
the powers is inevitable'. In Shanghai 
it as reported that France -will receive 
Formosa from Japan as part of the ter- 
ritory allotted her. Japanese papers 
declare that part of the program to be 
impossible of consummation. 


Captain Brussatis and other officers 


of the German cruiser Cormorant were 
recently pelted with stones and mud by 
a Chin-ese nrob while landing at "Wu 
Ohung 'in one of the cruiser's 'boats fly- 
lag the German ensign. The officers 
were landing to pay a visit to Viceroy 
Chang Chi'h Tung, who, on Germany's 
demands, has made prompt and satis- 
factory apology lor this insult,'the ap'ol- 
ogy including a salute to the German 
flag of 21 guns.
